A day of bloodbath in Egypt as 
police storm pro-IHIorsi protests 


CAIRO (AFP) - Security 
forces stormed the Cairo 
protest camps of ousted Is¬ 
lamist president. Mohamed 
Mora’s supporters in along- 
anticipated assault Wednes¬ 
day that officials said led to 
almost 2SO deaths across 
Egypt. 

In response to the vio¬ 
lence, the army-backed in¬ 
terim government imposed a 
month-long nationwide state 
of emergency and curfews m 
Cairo and 13 other provinces 

Authorities said 278 peo¬ 
ple were killed, including 43 
policemen, with many of the 


deaths in Cairo but with the 
violence spreading from the 
capital and claiming lives 
across the country. 

The state of emergency 
went into effect at 4:00 pm 
(1400 GMT), with what will 
b e a daily 11 -hour curfew b e- 
gmmng at 7:00 pm. 

Gory photographs and 
video images of the Cairo 
bloodbath dominated social 
media networks, as world 
powers called for restraint 
and condemned the show of 
farce by security forces. 

At least four churches 
were attacked, with Christian 


activists accusing Morsi loy¬ 
alists of waging " a war of re¬ 
taliation against Copts in 
Egypt". 

Hours after tear gas canisters 
firs: rained down an tents o f pro - 
testers in the sprawling Rabaa al- 
Adawiya camp m eastern Cairo, 
an AFP corresp ondsnt counted at. 
least 124 bodies in makeshift 
morgues there. 

In a field hospital, its 
floors slippery with blood, 
doctors struggled to cope 
with the casualties, leaving 
the hopeless cases, even if 
still alive.

Hospital prepares sickle 
cell-anemia patient for bone 
marow transplant to Holland 



The Aruba Dr. Ho rad a Odu- 
b er Ho spitai now has the b est 
care for patients with the 
sickle cell-anemia disease 
They can now offer the pos¬ 
sibility far doing a so called 
" Pi asm ap h ere sis" Th ey ar e 
also working on detecting the 
disease in the earlier stages 
which would give a young 
patient the option of'getting a 
bane marrow transplant. To 
alleviate the symptoms of 
sickle cell-anemia m Aruba 
they are performing a “wis- 
seldialyse.” This procedure 
prevents the affected red 
blood cells ham growing in 
abundance in the body. 

The Hospital has a team of 
four trained nursing profes¬ 
sionals who take does the pro¬ 
cedure, which involves the 
replacement of the affected 
blood cells by means of a typ e 
of dialysis machine ’with 
healthy blood from a donor. 

“Wiss el dialyse” and ll plas- 
maferese" is currently being 
performed at our local Hospi¬ 
tal These procedures are not 
possible m all parts of the 
world, putting Aruba’s Hos¬ 
pital ahead in their medical 
care, according to Hematolo¬ 


gist Dr Rod Jonkhoflf. 

Early detection of Sickle 
cell-anemia, which is being 
tested on babies in The 
Netherlands by means of a 
"hiel pnk\ which is done by 
drawing some blood from the 
babies 7 heel, makes treatment 
and a transplant possible and 
so gives the patient an in¬ 
creased 20 years of life. 

The only cure for Sickle 
c dl - anemi a l s a b one marro w 
transplant and the younger 
the patient, the greater the 
chances for a successful re¬ 
sult. Dr Jonkhoff and Im¬ 
munological Pediatrician Dr 
Clementien Vermont ex¬ 
plained that the maximum 
age limit for the transplant is 
16 years This is the first time 
that a patient is being pre- 
p ared far such a transplant on 
Aruba, which will be per¬ 
formed m Leiden, the Nether¬ 
lands. The best part of this 
case is that the patient in 
question will be receiving 
cells from a sibling, which is 
always much better 

The bone marrow m pro¬ 
duces red blood cells far the 
transportation of oxygen, 
white cells to fight off infec¬ 


tion and Platelets which help 
prevent bleeding and aid in 
clotting of blood. 

Someone with the heredi¬ 
tary disease of Sickle cell- 
anemia, the red blood cells do 
not maintain their normal 
form and transforms into a 
sickle which causes severe 
pans and damage to vital or¬ 
gans and the risk of infections 
also grows. 

The primary goal of the 
treatment is to increase the 
patient's life span and to pro¬ 
vide him with a good quality 
of life Without this option 
the patient would be expected 
to live between 40 to 50 
years. Death is usually 
caused by an infection that 
the body is incapable of fight¬ 
ing off or because of the fail¬ 
ure of a vital organ One 
organ that is frequently af¬ 
fected is the spleen 7 ’ (blood 
filter) which creates a great 
deal of complications 

In this manner Aruba’s 
Hospital continues to de¬ 
velop, innovate and advance 
in providing the best of care 
for Aruba and her citizens, 
following their slogan "The 
patient is central.’ 7

The health ministry said 
235 civilians were killed in 
the Cairo crackdown and in 
subsequent clashes across 
Egypt. 

The interior ministry 
added that 43 security per¬ 
sonnel had last their lives. 

Europe's leading powers, 
along with Iran, Qatar and 
Turkey, strongly denounced 
the use o f force by the interim 
government 

The White House said 
Washington, which provides 
Egypt with massive military 
•aid, "strongly condemns" the 
violence against the protest¬ 
ers and opposes the imposi¬ 
tion of a state of emergency. 

Interim prune minister 
Hazem ai-Beblawi praised 
the police for their "self-re¬ 
straint" and said the govern¬ 


ment remained committed to 
an army-drafted roadmap that 
calls far elections in 2014. 

M or si's Muslim Erather- 
hood urged Egyptians to take 
to the streets in their thou¬ 
sands to denounce the "mas¬ 
sacre. * 

"Tins is not an attempt to 
disperse, but a bloody at¬ 
tempt to crush all voices of 
apposition to the military 
coup," Brotherhood 

spokesman Gehad al-Haddad 
said on Twitter.

Airlines vow to fight U S move to block 
merger 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Lawyers far US Airways and 
American Airlines voiced 
confidence Wednesday that 
they can defeat the US suit to 
prevent their merger, but al¬ 
lowed tliat a negotiated deal 


was also possible. 

A day after the US Justice 
Department sued to bio ck the 
$ 11 billion merger, saying it 
would reduce competition 
and 'drive up fares, lawyers 
representing the two airlines 
called the move unjustified. 

"Simply, they got tins one 
wrong, they got this one very 
wrong," insisted Rich Parker 
of law firm 0‘Melveny & 
Myers in a call with analysts 
and journalists 

"We care about our cus¬ 
tomers and this merger bene¬ 
fits them immensely," he 
said 

11 E o th o f th es e comp am es 
are looking forward with 
confidence to our day in 
court" 

Tiie lawyers disputed the 
evidence in the government's 
fifing, which alleged that an ef¬ 
fort to reduce competition and 
increase fares was the underly¬ 
ing motivation for the merger. 


They said the government 
would have much difficulty 
proving its case to a judge, 
noting that the Justice De¬ 
partment's antitrust lawyers 
have won only one case to 
black a merger m the past 
eight years 

However, they acknowl¬ 
edged that settlements -- 
which can include agree¬ 
ments by the merging parties 
to divest certain businesses or 
pledge certain behavior -- 
was the common outcome. 

Although they were confi¬ 
dent of beating the suit, the 
lawyers said they were open 
to proposals from the Justice 
Department. 

If the government has a 
creative alternative here we 
’will certainly iisten to it," 
said Parker. 

Parker said they hoped to 
move to atrial as soon as pos¬ 
sible and get it over with by 
year-end.

India works to salvage 
stricken submarine, recover 
bodies 


MUMBAI (AFP) - Indian 
divers and engineers strug¬ 
gled to refloat a stricken sub¬ 
marine in a Mumbai military 
shipyard Thursday after it ex¬ 
ploded and sank with IS 
crewmen on ho ard. 

The fully-armed INS 
Sindhurakshak, returned by 
its original manufacturer 
Russia earlier tins year after a 
major refit, went up in flames 
in a dock on Wednesday and 
sank to the bottom of the har¬ 
bour 

Divers had opened the 
mam hatch on Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon and were then ex¬ 
pected to secure two 
wat er-ti ght c o mp artm ents 
and begin pumping out the 
water to bring the vessel to 
the surface. 

The disaster is considered 
tire Indian navy's worst since 
the sinking of a frigate by a 
Pakistani submarine in 1971 
and premier Manmahan 
Singh is expected to speak 
about it in his annual Inde¬ 
pendence Day speech Thurs¬ 
day 

Defence Minister A.K. 
Antony described the explo¬ 
sion as the "greatest tragedy 


in recent tune" 

Defence ministry 

sp okesman Sitanshu Kar told 
AFP late Wednesday 11 We 
have not got the bodies so we 
can't say they are dead. But 
w r e are fearing the worst." 

Navy chief D.K. Joshi said 
Wednesday no sign of life 
had been detected on board. 

"While we hope for the 
best, we have to prepare for 
the worst," he told reporters 
m Mumbai, adding that there 
was a possibility some crew 
might have found air packets 
but "the indicators are nega¬ 
tive". 

The blast came days after 
New Delhi trumpeted the 
launch of its first domesti¬ 
cally-produced aircraft, car¬ 
rier and the start of sea trials 
for its first Indian-made nu¬ 
clear submarine, described by 
Singh as a "giant stride" for 
the country. 

Hie world's biggest 
democracy has been expand¬ 
ing its armed forces rapidly to 
upgrade its mostly Soviet-era 
weaponry and respond to 
what many in India perceive 
as a growing threat from re¬ 
gional rival China 


WikiLeaks: Manning apologizes, 
admits he ’hurt US' 

FORT MEADE (AFP) - US Army private Bradley Manning 
apologized on Wednesday for leaking secret intelligence files 
to WikiLeaks and admitted for the first time he had harmed 
his countiy and others.

MANILA, The Philippines 
(AFP) - The Philippines and 
the United States began 
talks on Wednesday aimed 
at allowing a bigger US mil¬ 
itary presence on the soil of 
its key Asian ally, amid ten¬ 
sions with China.

"This evening the sides 
will try to complete discus¬ 
sion on the framework of the 
negotiations in order to start 
dealing with the core issues at 
the next meeting, which will 
take place m Jericho within 
the next two weeks," pri¬ 
vately-owned Channel 10 tel¬ 
evision reported.

Tuesday Foreign Minister 
Antonio Fatriota warned his 
US counterpart John Kerry

Kerry responded by con¬ 
ceding that Brasilia was 
awed answers from Washing¬ 
ton and would get them 
He suggested that the vast 
U S surv s ill ance pro gram 
aimed to "provide security, 
not just for Americans, but 
far Brazilians and the people 
of the world."

Pentagon grants 
benefits to same-sex 
military spouses 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Pentagon will extend an array 
of benefits for the first time to 
same-sex military spouses in¬ 
cluding health insurance and 
ho using on b ase s, US D ef en se 
Secretary Chuck Ha gel an¬ 
nounced Wednesday, 

The decision, which pro¬ 
vides the same privileges to 
married same-sex couples as 
those granted to heterosexual 
couples, follows a ruling m 
June by the Supreme Court 
that overturned the Defense of 
Marriage Act, which had de¬ 
fined marriage as only be¬ 
tween a in an and a woman. 

The benefits, which are to 
be extended no later than Sep¬ 
tember 3, are retroactive to 
June 3(5, the date of the 
Supreme Court decision that 
labelled the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act unconstitutional 
For troops stationed at a 
base m one of the 37 US states 
that does not recognize gay 
marriages, the Pentagon will 


allow them up to 10 days leave 
to travel to one of the 13 states, 
as well as the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, that issue same-sex 
mam age licenses, according to 
a memorandum issued by 
Ha gel 

The change will mean that 
homosexual troops and their 
spouses will have the right to 
be huned at Arlington National 
Cemetery outside of Washing¬ 
ton, where nearly 400,000 sol¬ 
diers are interred, and many of 
their wives. 

After a ban on openly gay 
troops was repealed in Sep¬ 
tember 2011, the Pentagon al¬ 
ready had extended certain 
privileges to same sex couples 
but mo st h enefits had been o ff- 
1 units until the Supreme Court 
ruling 

The change will affect 
about 5,dD0 active-duty troops 
as well as 17,0000 National 
Guard, reserve and retired 
service members, according to 
the Pentagon 


Sky News cameraman 
killed in Egypt

LONDON (AFP) - A veteran 
TV cameraman for Britain's 
Sky News was shot and killed 
while covering the deadly via - 
lence m Cairo on Wednesday, 
the channel said. 

Mick Deane, a dl-year-old 
fattier of two, had worked at 
Sky for 15 years. He had been 
based in Washington and, far 
the past two years, in 
Jerusalem. 

The head of Sky News, John 
Ryiey, paid tribute to a "tal¬ 
ented and experienced" jour¬ 
nalist while Prime Minister 
David Cameron said he was 
" saddened" by the news 

Deane was shot and 
wounded while reporting on 
the crisis m Cairo in a team 
with the channel's Middle East 
correspondent Sam Kiley. 

Deane received medical 


treatment, but died shortly af¬ 
terwards 

None a f the other memb ers 
of the team were injured. Sky 
said.The Sky News camera¬ 
man was the second journalist 
to be killed in Egypt on 
Wednesday. 

Habib a Ahmad Abdel Aziz, 
a 26-year-old reporter for the 
Xpress supplement of the 
Dubai-based Gulf News, died 
as troops clashed with pro-

4Q years." 

The soda industry is facing 
declining US sales as some 
blame sugary drinks for fuel¬ 
ing the obesity epidemic in 
America. 

Diet Coke sales fell three 
percent m 3012 compared to a 
year earlier, and Coke ^vas 
down one percent, according 
to Beverage Digest Mean- 
wink, Pepsi slid 3.4 percent 


and Diet Pepsi fell d 2 percent 

Scientists are notm agree¬ 
ment on whether aspartame, 
approved m the 19S0s, is safe 
over the long-term, sard Karen 
Ccngro, a nutritionist and di¬ 
rector of the Wellness for Life 
Program at the Brooklyn Hos¬ 
pital Center 

Congro said recent research 
shows that dieters who con¬ 
sume artificial sweeteners can 
actually end up craving more 
calories.

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SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Smartphones took a majority 
of mobile phone sales world¬ 
wide for the first time m the 
April-June quarter, a survey 
showed Wednesday. 

Hie report by the research 
firm Gartner found smart¬ 
phone sales totaled 225 million 
m the second quarter, or 51.3 
percent of' all mobile phones 
sold m the period. 

It was the first time smart¬ 
phone sales exceeded those of 
feature phones, which are 
more basic phones with lim¬ 
ited or no access to the Internet 
and applications. 


The survey found Samsung 
remained the leading vendor 
of smartphones and alt mobile 
phones, and that the Google 
Android system solidified its 
position with a 79 percent 
share of smartphones sold. 

Gartner said Windows 
Phone, tiie mobile operating 
system from Microsoft, 
moved into third place with a 
3 3 percent share, ahead of 
troubled ElackBerry, whose 
share slid to 2 7 percent 

"While Microsoft has man¬ 
aged to increase share and vol¬ 
ume m the quarter, Microsoft 
should continue to focus on 
growing interest from app de¬ 


velopers to help grow its ap¬ 
peal among users," said An- 
shul Gupta, a Gartner analyst 

Apple's lOS, the operating 
system for the iPhone, re¬ 
mained second with a 14.2 per¬ 
cent share, down from 13.3 
percent a year earlier. 

Gartner said Apple's average 
prices dropped because many 
of its phones sold were older, 
discounted models of the 
iPhone Hus “demonstrates die 
need for a new flagship 
model," Gupta said, but added 
that "it is risky for Apple to in¬ 
troduce a new lower-priced 
model too " 


Gartner's data showed Sam¬ 
sung sold 71.3 million smart¬ 
phones in tlie quarter, 
representing a market share of 
31.7 percent. Apple was sec¬ 
ond with 31.9 million, fol¬ 
lowed by South Korea's LG, 
with 11 4 milli on and a share 
of 5 1 percent, and China's 
Lenovo and ZTE 

Samsung was also the tDp 
seller of all mobile phones, 
with a total o f 1 (37 million in 
the period, or 24.7 percent. 
Finland-based Nokia was sec¬ 
ond with a market share of 14 
percent and 6D.9 million 
phones sold, Gartner said.

top €6bn

selbloem 

Even though the govern¬ 
ment’s macro-economic 
think-tank expects the budget 
deficit t.c b re ale eurozone 
gui d elm es n ext y e ar, Di j s s el - 
bloem told RTLZ no more 
cuts are in the pipeline. 

'We have agreed on €6bn 
and we will keep to that, 1 the 
minister said The govern¬ 
ment’s finances have tD he 
brought under control in an 
orderly manner not by ' dog¬ 
matically hunting down the 
3% norm. ’ 

Government hopes of an 
improvement in the Dutch 
economy were dashed on 
Wednesday when new fig¬ 
ures showed unemployment 
continues to rise, consumer 
spending is down and the re¬ 
cession will continue to the 
end of the year at least 

The Dutch economy con¬ 
tracted a further 0.2% in the 
second quarter of 2013, 
meaning the Netherl ands has 


now been in recession for a 
full year, economists from the 
national statistics office CBS 
said on Wednesday. 

And prospects for the rest 
of the year and 2014 have 
worsened compared with 
forecasts made in June, the 
government’s macro-eco¬ 
nomic think-tank CPE- said 

The CPB estimates the 
budget deficit will reach 
3.9% next year if no extra 
measures are taken. 

Dijsselbloem reiterated 
that a combination of clever 
savings and cuts rather than 
an increase in the tax burden 
is tli 0 b est way to bring down 
the deficit In addition, he 
said, the government will 
take measures to stimulate 
corp orate investment. 


The austerity package is 
currently being worked out 
by ministers and will be pub¬ 
lished on the third Tuesday in 
September as part of the an¬ 
nual budget. 

Earlier this week the Fi- 
nancieele Dagblad said the 
total p ackage of cuts could b e 
increased to €3bn to free up 
more cash to stimulate indus¬ 
try. 

Economic affairs minister 
Henk Kamp said the fact the 
French and German 
economies are growing again 
is good news for the Dutch 
export sector The cabinet has 
to continue pushing through 
'reforms which strengthen 
the economy and bring order 
to the government's finances,' 
he said in a statement. 


US batters five big shrimp exporters 
with import fees 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The United States on Tues¬ 
day confirmed anti-sub sidy 
duties of up to 54.5 percent 
on frozen shrimp from major 
exporters China, India, 
Malaysia, Ecuador and Viet¬ 
nam, but cleared Indonesia 
and Thailand 

Th e Co mm er ce D ep art - 
meat's International Trade 
Administration division said 
it would set countervailing 
duties at IS.3 percent for 
China, 13.5 percent for 
Ecuador, 11.1 percent for 
India, 54.5 percent for 
Malaysia and 7.9 percent for 
Vietnam. 

The five countries shipped 
203,ODD tonnes, or $ 1 7 bil¬ 
lion worth, of frozen shrimp 
to the United States last year. 

Indonesia and Thailand, 
two other major exporters of 
farmed and wild-caught 
shrimp, were found not to 
offer producers significant 
subsidies and so were not lut 
with duties. 

The rates came after an in¬ 
vestigation into complaints 


from US shrimp producers the Coalition of Gulf Shrimp 
and packagers organized as Industries 



NEW YORK (AFP) - The US Wednesday charged a pair 
of former JP Morgan Chase traders with fraud in connec¬ 
tion with the 2012 $6.2 billion "London whale" trading 
losses. Federal prosecutors filed criminal charges 
against Javier Martin-Artafo and Julien Grout, alleging 
the two men kept false records on the trades, committed 
wire fraud and submitted false US securities filings. The 
charges are the first criminal case to stem from last 
year's mammoth trading loss. The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission also filed parallel civil charges 
againstthetwo men alleging securities fraud. A third ex- 
JPMorgan official involved in the trades, French national 
Bruno Iksil - originally identified as the "London Whale" 
responsible for the trades - was cleared of criminal re¬ 
sponsibility after cooperating with prosecutors.

The report compared current 
hotel rates with those for 2014 
on the websites of hotels and 
on MATCH Hospitality, the 
official accommodation pro¬ 
gram of football's world gov¬ 


erning bo dy FIFA. 

During the Confederations 
Cup in June, a hotel room in 
tire north eastern city of Sal¬ 
vador cost $75 a night But m 
July next year, the price will 
jump 58 3 p ercent to $509

But the visitors took a de¬ 
served lead into the break after
